Dania President, Arthur Andersen, Dies 

Arthur Andersen, president of the Danish Society in Edmonton, 
died of a heart attack on November 2 while working on his farm 
just outside the city. 

Arthur Andersen was a well known figure within Scandinavian 
circles in Edmonton. He was elected president of the Danish Society 
for his fifth term a week prior to his death. He served as president 
of the Scandinavian Centre Association for the year 1960, and the 
same year he also served as president of the Edmonton District Foot¬ 
ball Association. 

Arthur Andersen was born in Ebeltoft, Denmark. He emigrated 
to Canada in 1928, settled in and around Llovdminster for a couple 
of years, after which he moved to Edmonton. 

Art’s sudden death came as a shock to all who knew him. His 
close friends well knew that his health was not the best, but no one 
realized how bad it was. Art was a quiet person, but he was, through¬ 
out his life, deeply loyal to any cause to which he devoted himself. 
He was an ardent worker for the Scandinavian Centre, having served 
as a director for the past six years. Art’s devotion to the Danish 
Society is well known and was greatly appreciated. He served first 
as treasurer for two years, and the past four years as president. 

Arthur Andersen did everything possible to be a good Canadian 
citizen, while at the same time he was deeply devoted to his Mother 
Country. He was among the first to support the Danish Church, and 
he found great solace in attending Danish services there. 

Funeral services were held on Monday, November 6 from the 
Danish Ansgar Lutheran Church; burial took place in the Westlawn 
Memorial Park. Reverend L. T. Nilsen officiated. 

Arthur Andersen did not have any relatives in Canada, but a 
host of friends filled the church to capacity at the funeral sendees 
to honon a great man.
